Manila, March 28.—At every railroad 


etatior circulars have been posted, signed 
by the national cominmnder-in-chief, 
Antonio Luna, ordering all spies and 
bearers of news to the enemy to be shot 
without trial, and Instructing that all 
doctors and ravishers be treated in the 
same manner. Further, all towns aban- 
doned by the native troops are first to be 
burned. 


Deploring the existence of war, the cir- 


cular maintains the undeniable right of 
the natives to defend their homes, lives 
and lands against would-be dominators 
who will kill them, their wives and chil- 
dren, adding that this motive ought to 
impel all natives to sacrifice everything. 


When the American troops rested last 


night, after three days' battle, they were 
in possseasion of Mariteo, w hich is with- 
in about eight miles of Malolos, the in- 
surgent capital. 


The resistance of the rebels yesterday 


was not quite so desperate as during 
Saturday and Sunday. They seemed 
more inclined to fall back on what they 
consider their only hope, the mtrench- 
ments at Malolos. 


Nevertheless, the advance made by the 


troops yesterday was not permitted 
without a struggle.

A LIGHTNING STROKE, 


BREEDS SNAKES TO SELL. 


The Peculiar Discovery Mnde by »n Enf- 


li*hm«n In India. 


The bounty given by tbe Indian gov- 


ernment for snakes' beads in order to 
exterminate these reptiles has led to a 
few of tbe dishonest natives breeding 
them for a living.

1$ is a current belief that the 
public ia educated by the mere existence 
of the good work of art, and not by tbe 
elucidation of its commentators. Edu- 
cation by absorption ia perhaps tbe most 
deep goiug and farrnacbing form of edu- 
cation, but it bas never been found 
practicable to rely upon it solely in 
other branches of mental acquisition. 
Then wby believa that it can bo relied 
upon solely for the proper development 
of the art sense? In effect it never is 
and cannot be. How many people care 
about1 poetry, let us say—feel it, are 
reached by it? And can one doubt that 
if a more loving and careful analysis of 
snob of its, products as appear today 
were undertaken by critics competent to 
convoy to aa indifferent public the 
perennial valuo of its ministrations, 
some of the uurespousireness of tho 
average reader would disappear, and 
some perception of the eternal signifi- 
cance of tbe poet's message would ex- 
tend to the classes now given over to 
nothing more tonic in the way cf read- 
ing than the daily newspaper: We say 
that one is born with the feeling for 
the enjoyment of poetry and another is 
not. 
Not so. At least;, to Bay this is not 


to say all. Tho feeling for the highest 
aesthetic enjoyment and appreciation is 
cultivable, and cultivable as is any oth- 
er faculty, by studying the material to 
be enjoyed, by reverently conning its 
constituent parts. In short, a vague, 
dreamy delight in tbe presence of some 
beautiful work of the artistic spirit is 
not enough. It is not enough for intel- 
ligence, it is not enough especially to 
produce tbe atmosphere of interest 
which stimulates the painter, the musi- 
cian, the writer, 1o sustained effort and 
keeps him trno to the pitch. We love 
best what we know best. To rest in 
loving without knowing is often tbe 
merest sentimentality—a sentimentali- 
ty toward which our Germanic forefa- 
thers bad always a leaning, wbile it 
was especially antagonistic to the lucid 
Greek and Latin spirit.—"Tbe Super- 
fluous Critic," by Alina Gorreu, in 
Century.

How to expend among onr own people 


more than 1200,000,000 a year, which 
the peopia of the United States have 
been in tlie paat sending abroad, is dis- 
cussed in the annual report of the chief 
of the bureau of statistics, which baa 
just been made public. The suggestion 
grows out of the nearer relations be- 
tween the United States and Cuba, 
Porto Eico, Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines which have developed during tha 
year. The report shows that the people 
of the United States have been sending 
abroad more than $350,000,000 a year 
in tbe purchase of the class of articles 
produced in these islands, which may, 
with the introduction of American cap-' 
ital and energy, enormously increase 
their production and supply practically 
all of tbose articles of tropical growth 
for which we have in the past been 
compelled to send money abroad. While 
it is hoped and expected that the farm- 
ers of the United States will steadily 
and rapidly increase their sugar pro- 
ducing abilities, through the growth of 
the beet and the establishment of beet 
sugar factories, there still remains, 
aside from sugar, nearly $200,000,000 
worth of tropical productions annually 
imported, and up to the present time 
the total of tropical productions im- 
ported, including sugar, has been over 
$350,000,000 annually. 
| 


Discussing thia question, the report 


says: "Tie interest felt in the pro- 
spective effect upon our commerce of the 
events of the past year has been ap- 
parent in the inquiries which have 
reached this bureau from every part of 
the country. The production and con- 
sumption of the islands coming into 
closer relationship with us and their 
ability to supply our own wants and to 
open a market for onr surplus products 
have been tbe subject of eager inquiry, I 


"This question naturally divides it- 


self into three distinct propositions: 
First, how much they can supply of the 
class of articles for which we have in 
the past been compelled to send money 
abroad; second, how large a market 
they can themselves offer for our prod- 
ucts; third, the introduction to other 
markets which their control may offer 
to onr own producers and manufac- 
turers. 


"Our annual importations of the 


classes of articles produced in the is- 
lands of Cuba, Porto Eico, Hawaii and 
the Philippines have for years averaged 
fully |350,000,000 annually. Of coffee 
our annual importations amount tc 
nearly $100,000,000 per year; of sugar 
nearly another $100,000,000, and oi 
tropical fruits, tobacco, hemp and othei 
articles of this character, fully $50," 
000,000 more. All of these are producec 
readily in these islands, and in most 
cases their production can be greatly 
increased. With the introduction of 
American capital, energy and ingenu- 
ity, it seems not unreasonable to assume 
that they may supply practically all of 
the $250.000,000 worth of these pro- 
ductions which we have been compelled 
to buy abroad, and, instead of spending 
that money annually among tbe people 
of other nations, we shall be enabled to 
distribute it among those having inter- 
ests identical with onr own and repre- 
senting American capital and American 
enterprise. It is worthy of note that a 
large share of the coffee which we an- 
nually import now pays an export tax 
of 12 per cent before leaving the conn- 
try of production, thus giving a marked 
advantage to those entering upon its 
production in localities where export 
duties are not collected. 


"The following table shows tbe value 


of coffee, sugar and other tropical pro- 
ductions imported into the United 
States in 1890, that year being selected 
as more nearly normal than those of 
later date, in which changes in tariff 
rates affected the year's record:

Charles 
Goodyear has found tbe process of mak- 
ing vulcanized rubber. 


Here, then, was Goodyear, after years 


of varying hopes and nnvarying ill for- 
tune, in possession of a secret that was 
destined to place his name in the high- 
est niche of fame. Bnt this knowledge 
did not bring him immediate fortune— 
in fact, this he never secured. He bad 
lost the confide oe of all who had help- 
ed him, and for two years bis sufferings 
surpassed even those of tbe years of ex- 
perimenting. At this time he moved to 
New York, and it was said of him, "If 
you meet a man who has on an india 
robber coat, cap, stock, vest and shoes, 
with an india rubber pnrse, without a 
cent in it, that is Qpodyear." He had 
to pawn all his furniture for food, and 
he pledged an umbrella with Vanderbilt 
to secure a few ferry tickets to tbe city. 
At last enough money was secured to 
put bis invention on the market, and 
Goodyear's process very soon made the 
manufacture of rubber goods one of tbe 
principal industries of tbe world. But 
although others made immense fortunes 
out of vulcanized rubber tbe inventor 
got little share of it. He went to Eng- 
land and France exhibiting his products. 
He was awarded tbe great council 
medal at the exhibition of all nations 
at London, in 1851, the grand medal of 
honor to the world's exhibition at Paris 
in 1885, and was presented with the 
cross of the Legion of Honor by Napo- 
leon III. Yet with all these honors be 
died a comparatively poor man at the 
Fifth Avenue hotel in New fork July 
1, I860.—Chicago Post.

VULCANIZED RUBBER. 


How ChsrlM GoodTCftr M«d« tha Original 


DlMoverr. 


It is a bitterly cold night about lit*

Bailie Joy White lays down these 


valuable rules for boiling in "Cookery 
For Girls" in The,Woman's Home 
Companion: 


"For all green vegetables use soft 


Water, salted and freshly boiling. Cook 
rapidly until soft. Tbe time will depend 
upon tbe age or the freshness of the veg- 
etable. 


"With green peas, shelled beans, 


green corn, asparagus, celery and spin- 
ach use as little water as possible, and 
let it boil away, leaving just enough to 
moisten, and thus save all the desirable 
Soluble matter that may have been 
drawn oat. Cook cabbage and cauli- 
flower uncovered, in a large kettle of 
rapidly boiling water, salted and with 
a saltspoonful of soda in it; onions, 
scald and change the water twice. All 
others cook in water enough to cover, 
and drain it off after cooking. Green 
summer squash, cabbage and other wa- 
tery vegetables should be pressed in a 
cloth or strainer and well drained. 


"Many people who attempt to cook 


je.ro apt to forget that there is a wide 
distinction between 'boiled water1 and 
'boiling water,' and that the freshness 
ia lost by long boiling, so that the soon- 
er water is used after it has reached 
tbe boiling point the moro satisfactory 
tbe cooking will be. If water stands 
after boiling, it loses its vitality and 
cannot be used with good results. That 
is why tea and coffee are so frequently 
fiat and lifeless, without sparkle or 
'flavor; not because tbe leaves aud ber-, 
ries are not gocd, but because they are ' 
improperly made with 'boiled water' 
(instead of freshly 'boiling water.' " 


THE MONITOR, 


Criowon'f BUtcrlo IroncUd nd Ita I»l» 


to Hampton Road*. 


The Monitor bad been formally com- 


0)iE«ioued on Feb. 25, 1869, under corn- 
maud of Lieotenant John L. Worden, 
U. 8. N. Twelve officers aud 45 enlist- 
ed men comprised her personnel. Chief 
Engineer A. 0* Stimers, the superin- 
tendent of construction, \vunt to sea in 
the vessel to observe her performance 
' and give the officers thu benefit of his 
knowledge. He was, as stated by Colo* 
ncl W. C. Church in his "Life of John 
Ericsson," "the only wan on board who 
thoroughly understood tbe characteris- 
tics of tbo vessel." 


The voyage to Hampton Roads was 


eventful, and almost ended the career 
of the Monitor, aud with it the fate of 
irouclsds for au indefinite time. Bough 
weather was encountered, and water 
broke over the smoke aud blower trunks, 
nearly putting oat tbe fires and stopping 
the pumps from lack of steam for four 
or live hours on one occasion. Loss by 
foundering was imminent at this time, 
because of the great quantity of water 
that got into the vessel under the base 
•of the turret and through the hawse 
pipes. The blowers stopped because the 
belts got wet and the engine and fire* 
rooms tilled wHh noxious gas from tha 
fires .and had to be abandoned. lit try- 
ing to remedy this trouble the chief en- 
gineer, Mr. Newton, and his assistants 
were overcome by the gas and were car- 
ried to the top of the turret, where they 
revived, though they were thought dead 
•when dragged out of the engine room. 
Trouble and danger also resulted from 
the wheel ropes jumping oft the steer- 
ing wheel and becoming jammed. 


After two days of toil and peril the 


Monitor escaped from the dangers of 
the sea into the presence of a new ene- 
my. Late in tbe afternoon of March 8 
she passed in ac the capes of Chesapeake, 
aud from the sound of shotted guns 
knew that her time for action had come 
thus early in her career. The Merrimao 
was abroad that very afternoon, and 
wreck and destruction fouled her wake. 
A rude improvised ironclad herself, she 
marked a new era in naval warfare, aud 
before her lay a large fleet of supposedly 
formidable ships of war as helpless as a 
flock of sheep assailed by a wolf. 


Night fell before the Monitor came 


tip to tbe seemingly doomed Union fleet 
in Hampton E«ads, The Merrimac had 
glutted her thirst for blood for tbe day 
and was at anchor and at rest, but in 
ber silence in presence of the ships that 
ebe meant to attack in tbe morning she 
stood for all that men understand by 
the dominion of tbe seas. Lighted by 
the burning wreck of the frigate Con- 
gress, the Monitor moved up toward 
Newport News and anchored near the 
stranded Minnesota, upon which vessel, 
it was certain, tbe first blow of the 
morrow would fall. 


From either a historical or a theat- 


rical point of view the stage settings 
were now complete. With the night the 
curtain had fallen upon tbe last of a 
long series of glorious deeds, performed 
under an order of seamanship or sea 
tactics that had already long passed its 
meridian, but which for romance and 
chivalry excelled any that had preceded 
it, and, it must be admitted, excelled 
that which was now to rudely supplan:

If not, a 
conference is held with tbe central as- 
sociation in London, on whose books are 
tbe names of most of the aspiring Lib- 
erals in the country, Tbe candidate ar- 
rives in Birmingham and issues his ad- 
dress to tbe electors.

Notoriety Has Little to Do With 


MI Author'* Success. 


Personal publicity, the sort 
that 


comes from the distribution of bio- 
graphical details and the publication of 
likenesses, may be commercially useful 
to some purveyors of public entertain- 
ment, but it seems probable that there 
has been an overestimation of its value 
to the makers of books. One of tbe most 
popular books ever written was "Alice 
In Wonderland." Its distribution must 
have been enormous and doubtless it 
still goes vigorously on, bnt who ha 1 
ever seen a likeness of the man who 
wrote it? When Dr. Dodgson died the 
other day and the newspapers told who 
he was and what title he had to be held 
in grateful memory, thousands of his 
debtors identified him for tbe first time 
as Lewis Carroll, the author of tbe 
inimitable stories that are almost as fa- 
miliar to contemporary children as 
"Mother Goose." Dr. Dodgson liked 
peace and a quiet life and very cordial- 
ly disliked notoriety. Like many wise 
people, he found great pleasure and 
recreation in the companionship of nice 
children, and for their amusement he 
concocted two of the queerest and moat 
original and delightful books that ever 
were written. But be never considered 
that merely because his books became 
famous there was any need that he 
should become famous too. 


No modest author need hesitate to 


produce a masterpiece or even a popu- 
lar novel (which need ndt be a master- 
piece and usually isn't one) for fear 
that his success will involve the sacri- 
fice of a reasonable privacy. His book 
must be published if its worth is to be 
fairly tested, but that he should bejinb- i 
lifihed, too, is not at all indispensable. 


i If he chooses .not to have his likeness 
I ran in the advertising columns of the 


newspapers, be can keep it out, and his 
book won't suffer; if he prefers that his 
personal idiosyncrasies and circum- 
stances should not be discussed, that, 
too, can be accomplished in great meas- 
ure without much trouble. The only 
things tbe public absolutely requires 
from writers in exchange for its favors 
are ideas and good writing. Everything 
else is thrown in and may in most cases 
be easily and safely withheld.—"The 
Point of View" in Scribuer's. 


The announcement from Harvard ob- 


servatory of a ninth satellite of Saturn 
is a matter of great interest in astro- 
nomical circles. The new satellite was 
discovered by means of photography at 
Arequipa, Peru. This is the second sat- 
ellite of Saturn discovered by astron- 
omers of Harvard observatory, the elder 
Bond having found the eighth in num- 
ber and the seventh in distance from 
the planet in September, 1848. The 
seventh in distance is small and is visible 
only in the large telescopes. 


! 
lapetus was the outeiraost satellite 


fcp to the time of the discovery at Are- 
quipa and is about as large as the least 
of Jupiter's satellites. The spaa of the 
orbit of lapetus is about 4,600,000 
miles, the distance of the satellite from 
the planet's center being about 3,250,- 
000 miles. It was stated in our recent 
dispatch from Cambridge that the new 
satellite is 3J£ times the distance of 
lapetus, or approximately 7,875,000. 
The span of the orbit is abont 15,750,000 
miles and the time of revolution abont 
17 months. Before the discovery of the 
ninth satellite the Saturnian system 
was second only to the solar system in 
magnitude. The ninth satellite greatly 
increases the proportions of the Satur- 
nian system. 


It is possible that some of the satel- 


lites of Saturn and of Jupiter are hab- 
itable. One of Saturn's satellites, the 
sixth in distance, is nearly as large as 
the planet Mercury. Saturn's lighting 
capacity is immense, to say-nothing of 
tbe light each satellite receives from 
the sun. The new satellite of feflturn 19 
of the 15^ magnitude. It is so faint 
that it might have remained undiscov- 
ered bnt for the photographic plate. 
This discovery has fully justified the 
confidence of the late Alvan Clark in 
the Bruce photographic telescope. 


In the discovery of satellites, aa in 


nebuleB, American astronomers are lead- 
ing their European brethren. Ameri- 
cans have discovered two satellites of 
Mara, the fifth satellite of Jupiter, two 
satellites of Saturn and more than 1,000 
new nebnlns. Swift alone has discovered 
more than 1,000, and if his life be pro- 
longed the list may surpass that of 
Herschel.—Rochester

The decision of the license commis- 


sioners to grant two fifth class li- 
censes to parties holding no other 
class of license moans that the com- 
missioners have decided to consider a 
bottling shop a "place." This being so 
there can be no more than 17 saloon 
licenses for next year because the law 
allows this city no more than 19 places. 
There is no question but that the po- 
sition taken by the commissioners is 
an entirely tenable one, just as their 
position last year was tenable. It la a 
matter of interpretation of law, 
and 


the coromisioners, who have large dis- 
cretionary powers, may lean to either 
aide as public opinion seems to de- 
mand. We are fortunate in having 
commissioners who have high regard 
for public morals, and it is most com- 
forting to observe them exercise their 
official power in directions which are 
claimed by such men as Kev. W. K 
Tenney to be towards a higher com- 
munity life. We hope that the plan now 
adopted will result in less intemper- 
ance and in less of the unavoidable mis- 
eries of intemperance. We hope that it 
may not work to give 17 saloons the 
revenue of 19 and give two bottling 
establishments the revenue of five, 
thus making them stronger and able 
to push the business with increased 
vigor. We also hope that the partial 
monopoly given to the bottling men 
will not so support and stimulate them 
as to bring about an enterprise ending 
in many of our homes being converted 
Into beer gardens.

A few days ago we suggested that 


Haverhill take advice from the state 
board of health and follow it as a 
means of getting rid of the typhoid 
fever scourge. Relative to this sug- 
gestion the Haverhill Gazette says; 
"Haverhill has an entirely competent 
local health board, but little heed is 
paid to its warnings. What is needed 
is the punishment for neglect of some 
dilatory official. That will start the ball 
in motion all right." It may be very 
true that Haverhill has a competent 
board of health and if it has it must be 
something1 of a public humiliation to 
discover that it is powerless to ac- 
complish good for reasons that may be 
guessed at. Still the people of Haver- 
hill would be very indifferent and their 
officials would be very neglectful if 
something valuable could 
not 
come 


from a strong1 argument and protest 
made by'the local board of health and 
the state board of health together. We 
notice that Mayor Chase,has hopes of 
carrying out a scheme of a supply 
depot for the poor department of the 
city. Could Mr. Chase not be induced 
to temporarily put aside refined social- 
ism for a study of bacteriology. 


The favorite theme these days for 


pulpit, platform and press is the trust. 
The Commercial Bulletin has collected 
figures relative to the recent trust 
building and is simply staggered by 
their magnitude. 
The Bulletin finds 


that in the months of January and 
February 353 organizations were ef- 
fected with a total capitalization of 
15,188,494,181 and a bonded indebtedness 
of 1714,388,661. During- the whole year 
1898 only 200 concerns were organized 
with a capital stock of $3,283,521,452 and 
a bonded indebtedness of $378,720,091. 
The concerns organized in the past two 
months represent obligations that are 
90 per cent of the whole amount of in- 
vestments in manufacturing: and in- 
dustries in the year 1890 as shown by 
the census. This is astounding to the 
Textile Manufacturer's Journal, which 
says the world never before witnessed 
a movement comparable to it. The 
Journal remarks that "the economical 
as welt as social problems which arc 
intermingled as well as indissolubly 
connected with these movements can- 
not be fore shadowed for there is no 
precedent on which to base a. judg- 
ment." And the textile paper'further 
says: "The bringing together of three, 
or four, or a. score of individual manu- 
facturing concerns and uniting them 
under one business management may 
be a very simple problem; it may be a 
wise business movement. 
This, how- 


ever, is in a way distinct from the tiust 
or combination movement which seems 
to have seized hold of the people like 
a. mania. It is not to be'wondered at 
that economists and thinkers are puz- 
zled over the future."

! ginning to attract the attention of army 


strategists, as it is a very important 
element in determining the strength of 
the men, the supplies of ammunition 
and stores, and the spirit of the army. 
The first blow was struck before day- 
break last Saturday, and the lighting 
continued all that day, again on Sunday 
and Monday, and probably today. The 
reports show little night fighting, except 
in repulsing- an insurgent attack Satur- 
day night. 


With yesterday the fighting had lasted 


72 hours. Judged by the standards of 
great battles, sucih as Waterloo, Plevna 
and others, this is a long and intensely 
arduous engagement But the fighting1 
about Manila is quite different from the 
standards of civilized armies, as it is a 
running brush conflict, with only oc- 
casional issues between organized bodies 
of troops. 


Some of the battles of the Civil war 


lasted many days, notably the battle of 
the Wilderness and the fighting about 
Richmond. In speaking of the element 
of endurance General Sternberg said 
that he had gone for seven days in the 
continuous fighting around Kichimond 
without renewing the supplies originally 
issued before the fighting began. The 
main question in these long continued 
fights is to have all supplies, stores, etc., 
kept abreast of the fighting force, so 
that there may be no exhaustion. In this 
respect 'all the reports of the fighting 
above Manila are most gratifying to the 
authorities here in showing that the 
quartermaster, commissary, medical and 
signal stores are well up with the fighting 
lines. 


The belief is expressed at the war de- 


partment tha/t 'the Filipinos are manu- 
facturing the ammunition that jg being 
used with such recklessness. When 
General Greene was in the Philippines 
he went to the Filipinos' ca«ips and re- 
mained some time among them. 
His 


report to th« president shows that the 
Filipinos obtained a large supply of arms 
and ammunition when Dewey captured 
Cavite, arad that tfhey had previously 
obtained a supply of Eer ngtons and 
Mausers. 


General Greene also found that the 


Filipinos had established a factory for 
the manufacture of ammunition for these 
rifles, and this factory probably is fur- 
nishing a sufficient supply to the in- 
surgents. 


The use of Chinese as litter bearers is 


Bald to be a device to save our own men 
for the more serious work. THie Chinese 
carry a light bamboo litter, and being 
accustomed to the climate they can 
travel twice as far as an unacclimated 
carrier. The main point, however, is 
that the fighting force is kept intact. 


While the casualty list is a source of 


profound regret in a/rtny quarters, it Is 
said to be comparatively low, consider- 
ing the number of men engaged and the 
duration of action. This is accounted 
for by the long range shooting of the in- 
surgents, who do not shoot at a. mark, 
but in the ganeral direction of our forces. 
While these stray ~u"5ts do consider- 
able havoc in our lines, it is far less than 
the results of close range volleys from 
solid ranks of insurgents in the open or 
from a considerable number of sharp- 
rtiooters. 


The third day of the. fighting north of 


Manila brought little of a decisive char- 
acter from which war department offi- 
cials could judge what the final outcome 
of this movement would be. In all offi- 
cial quarters the most intense interest 
prevailed, but there was no excitement 
and none of that anxiaty and tension 
shown during the memorable days of 
last summer when the decisive blows 
were being struck at Santiago. 


Early In the day General Otis cabled 


the war department a brief, but com- 
prehensive dispatch, summing up the sit- 
uation. 
It disclosed that the fighting 


was going on, with our forces advanced 
as far north as Mariloa, while the in- 
surgents, under the command of Ag- 
Uinaldo, were being driven back with 
considerable slaughter. 
This and the 


press dispatches satisfied (he officials 
that the strategic movement of entrap-x 
ping the insurgents 'between our lines 
had not proved as successful an designed, 
and that the move had now shifted to a 
rwtreat by Aguinaldo's forces and a pur- 
suit by our troops. 


The insurgents' retreat toward Malolos 


was slow and dogged, and advantage 
was taken of one after another of the 
lines of intrenchmsnts, the burning of 
bridges and the interrupting of com- 
munications.

although received early yesterday, was 
sent Monday evening, Manila time, and 
Bummed up the work of the three days.

THE FILIPINOS IN WAR. 


Light oo Their Character From 


Recent Battle* 


AS VIEWED BY A OOREESPOHDEHT. 


*t Xodera PlffhtlB* Meth- 


od* — Boasta la Plaee of Coaimar*. 
Aflrnlnaldo'B Government Hade Up 
of Boy»— Their Treachery and Cr«- 


The New York Post's correspondent, 


writing from Manila under date of Feb. 
13 about the Filipinos in war, says: 


After a week of such fighting as was 


never before heard of in the Philippine 
Islands I have been enabled to complete 
my diagnosis of the Filipino character. 
I had observed it through six months 
of peace and preparation for war, and 
it required only the test of actual con- 
flict with combatants and the relations 
with li^scombatants growing out of it 
to present him in all his phases and 
moods. The conclusion is that he is in- 
deed poor material from whicL to man- 
ufacture one acceptable American citi- 
zen. 
His instincts, habits, modes of 


thought and physical characteristics 
are none of them such as would be de- 
sirable, either in the original package 
or in combination through a process of 
intermixture ench as has been going on 
here for. many years with Spanish blood 
as the diluting ingredient. Spanish 
blood, it is true, is not so good for that 
purpose as the Anglo-Saxon, and a few 
generations might witness an improve- 
ment in the quality of the mixture. 
Bnt nnder the most favorable circum- 
stances a Filipino strain in the blood 
would detract from those qualities that 
have made the Anglo-Saxon what he 
is, the dominant force in the world's 
progress toward true democracy. 


Physically the Filipino is small, 


though athletic. 
The men range in 


height between 5 feet and 5 feet 6 
inches, with occasional exceptions both 
above and below those extremes, the 
women ranging about three inches low- 
er. The man has a deep chest and good 
lung development. He is strong for hia 
size and capable of considerable phys- 
ical effort, yet much indisposed to make 
it, and not possessing a disposition for 
prolonged exertion, being ntterly de- 
void of the faculty of steady, persistent 
pegging away at things so character- 
istic of the Anglo-Saxon. This has 
proved a eeriotia weakness in him as a 
soldier. 


The American faculty of fighting all 


night and all the next day has both 
surprised and demoralized him. It was 
the custom of Aguinaldo's army, when 
fighting the Spaniards to make night 
attacks, resting in the daytime. Night 
after night while we were encamped 
at Cavite last July waiting for enough 
troops to arrive to render the advance 
npon Manila advisable the sounds of 
conflict were borne to onr ears across 
the water, some six miles from the scene 
of fighting. The incessant rattle of the 
Filipino fire at will was punctuated ev- 
ery few minutes by a volley from the 
Spaniards and the heavy boom of the 
guns on Fort Malate. At first we took 
these battles seriously and supposed 
that gory fields were being strewn with 
the dead of both armies. Bat no wonnd- 
ed came back to the hospital, nor were 
there any other evidences of an actual 
battle. We soon learned the natnre of 
these conflicts, and they were the sub- 
ject of much joking among the men. 
It was found that the Filipinos kept 
few men in the trenches in the day- 
time, the heat of the day being their 
hours for the tropical siesta, but as 
night drew on their soldiers straggled 
back to the trenches in ones and twos 
to be ready for the night's work. 


This was the style of fighting the 


Filipinos were accustomed to, and when 
the Americans advanced against them 
and rushed them time after time and 
kept it np all day long they were unable 
to stand it and broke ground hastily 
whenever the American lines advanced. 
Deprived of his siesta and compelled to 
figbt or run, the Filipino was outfought 
and showed clearly his lack of staying 
qualities. 
" ; 


Mentally the Filipinos are very de- 


ceptive. They give a first impression of 
intellectuality. They are very alert and 
quick of apprehension, even precocious, 
in their childhood and youth. With 
rare exceptions, I have found the young 
Filipinos of both sexes very qnick to 
understand, but it is evident that they 
are not capable of deep cogitation or 
continued logical thought. They have 
the imitative faculty, but not the in- 
ventive. Of an extremely mercurial 
temperament, quick of temper and rash 
of impulse, their mental processes are 
interfered with and warped by their 
varying sentiments until such a thing 
as acting npon settled conclusions from 
logical deductions is not possible with 
them. 
; 


No better example of this could be 


given than that of their foolish attack 
on the Americans a week ago, which 
they must, if they retain any mental 
grasp of the situation whatever, by this 
time deeply deplore. Everything was 
going their way. The president had de- 
clared that he bad taken the islands 
from Spain for the welfare of the peo- 
ple of the islands themselves, who were 
to be aided and taught to maintain a 
government of their own. They had 
adopted a constitution, and a commie- , 
sion had already been appointed to visit 
i 


the Philippines and examine into their 
form of government and their success 
in administering it. Sentiment in the 
United States was crystallizing in favor 
of permitting them to attempt self gov- 
ernment under American tutelage and 
protection. They were assured of all 
these things, bat they were not able to 
grasp the situation nor to restrain them- 
selves. Puffed np with their grossly ex- 
aggerated opinion of their ability as 


fighters, contemptuous of the fighting 
qualities of the Americans, who for 
half a year had remained quietly in 
Manila and permitted them to gather a 
large army, enpply themselves with 
munitions of war and collect taxes 
within a stone's throw of the military 
governor's headquarters, they would 
not brook deity, bat undertook, by Mid- 
den attack, not preceded by notice of 
hostilities, to drive the Americans into 
the tea, with results moat unexpected 
and disastrous. Thus, by their own 
f0Ux.Jo.Qna itav they neaJed thftiaj» of 


j the eonstitation they had labVrAl bpbn 


for three months. 


There were no wise heads among them 


to give them pause. "Old men (or 
counsel and young men for war" is a 
saw they are not familiar wiib. They 
have no old men for counsel. There is 
among them no gray haired statesmen, 
np "grand old man," no influential ad- 
viser rendered conservative by a long 
life as jurist, legislator or executive. 
All the leaders in the movement for in- 
dependence are, young men, mauy of 
them scarcely past their majority, while 
the army is made up of boys and men 
mostly without family ties. I have seeu 
scores of their so called soldiers no talk r 
than the guns they carry. Agni:Mklo 
himself, the president and putative 


I head of the revolutionary movement, is 


under 80 years of age. Most of his gen- 
erals and lesser officers aie still younger, 
and many of them would still be stu- 
dents in the high school at home. 


The national assembly which framed 


and adopted the constitution and elect- 
ed the president—for neither of these 
propositions was submitted to a vote of 
the people—is composed of men equally 
immature. When men of unripe judg- 
ment, swayed by the passions and im- 
pulses of youth and untutored in the 
broad philosophy of history, both com- 
mand the army and sit in the council 
chamber, no better result than what 
has been seen conld be expected. Tina 
absence of mature years in their coun- 
sels is not due to a wise resolve of the 
older men to hold aloof from the revo- 
lutionary movement, but to the utter 
absence of wise old men. There seems 
to be a rapid decadence of intellect 
among them. The mental alertness of 
youth is gradualy conquered by the in- 
stinct of indolence until when middle 
age is reached ambition is extinct, the 
fires of youth have burned out, and there 
is only left a man satisfied to eat and 
sleep until such time as death may 
claim him. 


Other mental characteristics of the 


Filipino explain the attack upon the 
Americans and show his tinfitneas for 
self government. He is by inheritance 
servile, treacherous, possessed of low 
cunning and entirely devoid of the 
sturdy manhood of the Anglo-Saxon. 
In power he is a tyrant. To one stronger 
than himself he is a cringing slave. He 
reognizes the strong band of authority, 
but not the voice of reason. 


Treachery is a universal trait. Their 


methods and instincts -in war are those 
of tbe assassin. We were told that they 
would follow the deferential bow and 
smile by a swift stab in the back if op- 
portunity occurred, and this was proved 
to be true by a number of assaults upon 
sentinels and others before tbe breaking 
out of hostilities. 
Even in battle this 


assassin's instinct governs them. We 
have suffered much loss from bush- 
whackers in trees, swamps, 
huts, 


churches, etc., behind our lines. These 
riflemen have fired upon our ambu- 
lances taking wounded men to hospitals, 
their own wounded as well as ours, and 
have even fired into the hospitals them- 
selves. 


Owing to the use of smokeless pow- 


der and to the light report of the Mau- 
ser, it was difficult to locate bushwhack- 
ers, and it became necessary to clear 
out the suburbs of the city completely. 
In this process about a score of men 
were killed »nd 800 taken prisoners. 
There was no way of telling bushwhack- 
ers from n on combatants. 
All were 


dressed alike in innocent white cloth- 
ing and all possessed a tiny white flag 
as a sign of peace. White flags fly from 
every native house in the city, and yet 
the male members of the family are 
nearly all in tbe trenches, and during 
the fight of Saturday night and Sunday j 
they were not the abodes cf peace the 
flags would have us believe. Indeed the i 
Filipino may be said to fight with a 
Mauser in one hand and a white flag in 
the other. When hard, pressed, he se- 
cretes his rifle and ammunition and 
makes his appearance, waving bis white 
flag in token of amity and eternal 
friendship. 


The Filipino has been given some 


credit for bravery iu these battles. This 
in a measure is true, but it is not the 
bravery of the Caucasian. He is pugna- 
cious and quick to fight when angered, 
but his valor is that of passion, not the 
courage of the soldier who coolly and 
steadily advances all day in the face of 
a murderous fire. So long as he could 
remain under cover and shoot he staid 
there, even when his comrades were 
being killed around him, but when his 
enemy rushed upon him he could not 
face the conflict and hastily retreated. 
As to imitating the Americans and ad- 
vancing across the open against an in- 
trenched foe it would be impossible for 
him even to attempt it. 


Cruelty is another characteristic of 


the Filipino. 
He abuses bis animals 


and has the Indian's pleasure in tbe 
mutilation of his enemy. The insur- 
gents took delight in telling us before 
Manila was captured that they were 
going to kill all the Spaniards in the 
city and always accompanied the re- 
mark with a significant drawing of the 
hand across tbe throat. Each of the 
40,000 or more so called soldiers carries 
a knife, which is of no value in war ex- 
cept to kill and mutilate the wounded 
of tbe enemy. 


Whether a people such as this could 


conduct a republican form of govern- 
ment successfully, guarantee to all citi- 
zens their rights of person and property, 
respect tbe laws they themselves enact- 
ed and give loyal support to their own 
government are questions it scarcely 
seems necessary to ask.

I was only 14 years of age, and a 


puny boy at^bat, when my Uncle John, 
who was my guardian, Bent me to sea 
aboard of the brig May Queer) of Lon- 
don He wasn't concerned about my 
health, as 1 have every reason to be- 
lieve, and J am also quite sure that he 
wouldn t have shed a tear had he heard 
I was lost at sea. I made the voyage 
from London to Valparaiso and to es- 
cape further ill usage deserted the brig 
and hid away for two weeks. I then 
found a gdhd natured captain to take 
me to Rio, trom which port 1 shipped 
as cabin boy on an English bark named 
the Duchess She had a cargo of greeii 
coffee for Australia aud New Zealand, 
carried a crew of 14 men, and few sea 
captains hadjt kinder heart than her 
skipper, whose name was Martin. The 
bark left JRio with a fair wind and 
everybody in perfect health, and her 
run to the east until she had sighted In- 
accessible island aud left it 100 miles 
astern was something to boast of Then 
came a dead fiat calm, which lasted for 
II days, with such hot weather that 
everybody suffered day and night. On 
the fifth day ot the calm two men were 
suddenly stricken with a strange ail- 
ment. They first lost their sight, .then 
taste and smell departed, then lever 
seized them arid they lost their reason. 
They were reported sick at 8 o clock iu 
the morning 
By 2 p m both were 


dead. At (i o'clock a third man was 
taken down and lived only two hours. 


No one was attacked on the sixth day, 


but on the seventh the captain, second 
mate and a common sailor all came 
down at once. Tho first complaint was 
dryness ot the tongue That was fol- 
lowed in halt an hour by loss ot sight 
and other senses, and before noon all 
were dead. The bodies wore at once 
shrouded and committed to the deep,

They 
were seized with the terrible thirst— 
they drank quarts ot water—they went 
mad arid died 
There was no burial of 


the bodies; they were simply thrown 
overboard as soon as life had departed. 
'When tins had been done, tbe mate 
called the living around him and taid 
there was no longer any hope that a 
man would be spared. The captain'a 
gig oonid be got at handily, and in caso 
we wanted to take it aud pull away 
from the ship lie would help to get her 
in the water.

to look for tj>em By the aid of the cap- 
tain's glass I soon bad the boat under 
my eye. She bad drifted down to with- 
in a mile of the ship, and by going aloft 
I could make out that theie was no one 
in her. 1 was not absolutely certain on 
this rpoint, 
however, until about 3 


o'clock By that time she had drifted 
down to within 100 feet ot tbe bark, 
and the only relics of the men to be seen 
were a coat and bat For two hours the 
gig remained so close that I could have 
reached her by swinminu;, but then a 
current took her and she drifted slowly 
away to the north Aside trom the boat 
I remember very little of what occurred 
that day or the next The epidemic had 
taken away 13 strong and healthy men, 
and why should 1 be spared? A dozen 
times over I felt the first symptoms, or 
so imagined, and my troubled sleep was 
full of tbe most terrible dreams. Things 
are not at all clear to me until tbe morn- 
ing of the eleventh day of tbe calm. 
Then 1 awoke to find myself as well as 
ever in my life iind ran on deck to find 
signs ot u change in the weather J was 
ravenously hungry, and, having often 
assisted the «ook, i knew bow to get a 
fire alight in the caboose and prepare 
food. The nauseating, deathlike smell 
which bad hitherto prevailed over tbe 
ship had entirely disappeared, and when 
my hunger bad been satisfied i readily 
made myself believe that tbe fever had j 
gone "for good.

Although only a lad and my experi- 


ence as a sailor limited to months, I 
yet had wit enough to look at tbe cap- 
tain's charts and find our position as be 
had pricked it off 1 could tell nothing 
of distances, but 1 knew iho bark was 
on the great highway between tbe 
South American ports and the cape of 
Good Hope. 1 knew how to make a sig- 
nal of distress of the Eughsb flag, and, 
although there was no wind. 1 ran the 
bunting aloft as soon as thought of. 
During tbe afternoon J was busy about 
the decks picking up and coiling down 
and seeing that everything was secure, 
and at noon 1 prepared another meal.

TO SEARCH FOR AN DREE." 


Admiral Dfakarofl'a Famous Grmn.li 


Will Start >orth,Iu Hay. 


The story told by Tungus tribesmen 


of tbe finding of Andree's balloon and 
tbe bodies of the explorer and his two 
companions dies hard. Siberian papers, 
winch recently reached Moscow, declare 
that belief in the story is still maintain- 
ed in the Yenesei district. The fact 
that the Tungus denied it when ques- 
tioned by a government official' is ex- 
plained by their fear, based on previous 
experience, of being compelled to gratu- 
itously give their time and labor in re- 
covering the bodies and 
conveying 


them to the nearest town. It is now 
pftjposed to organize an expedition to 
carefully search the neighborhood in 
which the bodies were reported to have 
been seen. 


It is stated in St. Petersburg that 


Admiral Makaroff'a new ice breaker 
Ermak will start in May to search for 
Andree around Spitzbergen and Nova 
, Zombla. The Ermak's recent remarka- 
ble performances in ice smashing at 
Cronstadt were treated as a national 
event by the Russian press. • It is hoped 
that the vessel will aid in the solution 
of the north pole problem. 


The special function of the Ermak 


will be to keep the Baltic open for Rns- 
sian commerce throughout tbe year, a 
most uesirable object when it is remem- 
bered that fo& five months of the year 
the port of St. Petersburg is obstructed 
by ice. She is a steel vessel 305 feet in 
length, 71 feet wide and 43 feet 6 
inches deep. Her particular features 
are the possession of four propellers, 
three aft and one forward, and a hull 
so shaped that if it is nipped by the ice 
it will rise above it and not be crushed 
by it. 


She has a 13^ inch armor belt at the 


water line and is divided into 48 sep- 
arate water tight compartments. Her 
engines are of 10,000 indicated horse- 
power. The bow propeller, which is 
driven by a shaft projecting beneath 
the sloping keel, is intended to clear 
away the broken ice forward. During 
the summer she will be employed in 
keeping a way clear from tbe North cape 
to the White sea and the Kara sea toward 
the great Siberian rivers, the Obi and 
Yenesei.—Special Cable to New York 
Stm.

"PEALS OF EASTER LAUGHTER." 
In Roman Catholic countries it was 


an ancient custom, which lasted until 
some time in the middle of the seven- 
teenth century, for the preacher to di- 
vert his congregation with what was 
termed a. "fabula paschelis," which was 
becomingly received by the audience 
with "peals of .Easter laughter." The 
comic sermon was supposed to be ad- 
visable, as the people often became 
"sour and morose" with the depriva- 
tions of Lent and needed toning up 
mentally as well as physically. One of 
these discourses, briefly 
epitomized, 


tells that Christ and St. Peter were 
journeying along together, and, stop- 
ping to rest by the way, they were hos- 
pitably welcomed by a blacksmith and 
his wife. In course of time the smith 
died and presented himself at the gate 
of paradise, but found some difficulty in 
gaining 
admission. 
Accordingly 
he 


threw his cap inside the gate and was 
allowed to enter to. ror-over possession of 
his own property, when ho straightway 
sat down upon his cap and refused to 
leave. After some conversation and a 
good deal of argument, which provoked 
more "Easter laughter" from the con- 
gregation, the blacksmith carried the 
day and was suffered to stay in para- 
dise.

water In order to remove the skin*. Cut :i slice in the top large enough to 
retire tilt; s>eed or interior. Break a raw egg in each tomato, mask with 
cream sauce, cover your tomato with the removed slice, placu the tomato 
in a buttered saucepan and let cook slowly for eight or ten minutes. Dress 
them on a very hot plate, surrounded with Madeira sauce. 


PARMESAN CHEESE AND EGOS.—Prepare some soft poached eggs. 


mix home cream sauce with a little white pepper, salt and grated Parme- 
san cheese and. if desired, some chopped chives. Pour halt the sauce into a 
shirred egg dish and lay the eggs in it. Cover the eggs with the remain- 
der of the sauce and sprinkle ov«r the top some grated Parmesan cheese 
and a few drops* or molted butter. Place the dish in the oven until lightly 
browned and send to the utulo. 


FRENCH POACUKD KGGS.—Prepare six soft poached eggs and wrap 


thorn in six French pancakes already stuffed with durcela of fresh mush- 
rooms. Bread them a 1'Angl.iise and fry. Serve on bread crusts and gar- 
nish them in the middle with dfmiglaco or Madeira sauce, with truffles ro- 
gnons and cretes de cogs. Serve cold.

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EGGS AND FOIE GRAS.— Prepare a cooked foie gras and cut in slices. 


round the parings of the liver with two truffles, season and add a spoonful 
of raw ohicken forcemeat and egg yolk. Put this through a cornucopia and 
form a -.-oul around ihe edtjes of pieces of toast. Put the slices of fole gras 
in the center and place a poached egg on each. Heat in the oven and basta 
around with Bearnaise sauce and serve. 


CALF'S B'RAIN OMELET.— Boil some fresh calves' brains until done. 


When cold, chop them fine, adding pepper, sae, chine and suet butter, to- 
gether with a few mushrooms. Make an omelet of three fresh eggs, stir- 
ring in the above preparations, and serve hot.

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ARTICHOKE POACHED EGGS.-Poach eggs in the ordinary way, ]t 


keepins them warm by hot water jackets. Prepare half a dozen artichoke ^ 
fips, placing them on a hot plate; then take the poached eggs and place ^ 
them on the artichoke tips, garnishing the whole with a half measure '^ 
of finely chopped truffles. Dress the sides of the plate with bread crumbs I? 
fried in butter, the whole forming a trimming like a rooster's comb.

cooked bacon. Mix well with a few spoonfuls of melted meat jolly and 
place where it will keep hot. Take four round tomatoes, cut each in half 
and dig out the pulp. Sprinkle a little salt over them and place on a silver 
dish which has been oiled. Put them In the oven for five minutes simply 
to warm them: then lill them with the hash already prepared and lay on 
the top of each a poached egg and brown over a la salamande.

KaroKne BauermeiKter, Mme. Patti's 


faithful companion, so long with her 
th.it she transacts much of the diva's 
personal business, came into the room, 
dhe took the advertisement and looked 
over it. First a look of perplexity, then 
one of an,ozcment and annoyance, came 
over hfr face. 


"Madame will not care to see this," 


she ssid, a'.u! P.-Uti laughed. 


"When Miss Bauermpister left the 


ioem, ihe diva explained that her cor- 
respondence is all looked over by Karo- 
line, who keeps from her everything but 
matters of the utmost personal impor- 
tance. Such as would cause her annoy- 


ance are destroyed or returned. 
The 


others are answered in Patti's name, 
and in the majority of cases Mme. Patti 
never hears of the letters at all. 


This freedom from annoyance is one 


of the reasons why Patti has been able 
to preserve her joyous and childlike ex- 
pression. Nothing that can wound or 
harass her ever gets to her ears if the 
faithful Karoline and her devoted at- 
tendants can prevent it. Of course not 
all of us can thus spend our lives 
shielded! from cares, but it should teach 
us the wisdom of ignoring petty an- 
noyances and letting deeper troubles 
sit on our hearts as lightly as possible 
unless we wish them to plant telltale 
lines in our faces. 


Now, you wonder what I did for Mme. 


Patti's complexion when a number of 
years ago she asked me to take care of 
it! Just what I would do for any wo- 
man's—gave it a thorough cleaning un- 
til I got the pores well opened and 
working in healthy condition; then I 
fed her skin with cream to give it the 
nourishment that the use of the strong 
stage cosmetics had robbed it of.

She is not partial to hot or cold water, 
but prefers it tepid. 'Sometimes she 
takes a plunge bath, sometimes a 
sponge. When she does not feel in the 
mood for the bath, she is content with 
a rubbing, simply for sanitary pur- 
poses. She is one of the most scrupu- 
lously dainty of women. No woman 
who has not been particular in the 
matter of bathing neec expect to re- 
tain her good looks. 


Very fond is Patti of outdoor exercise. 


She is seemingly untiring in her vitali- 
ty, taking Ions walks and climbing the 
mountains with a truly youthful exu- 
berance of strength and spirits. 


The stories that Mme. Patti never 


goes out without bundling up her throat 
are absurd. She never wraps it up un- 
less in severe weather, 'when any other 
woman would do the same. She laughs 
and talks as freely as any one of her 
friends, and from aught in her manner 
or actions you would take her fortscme 
pretty, care free child of wealth rather 
than the greatest singer of her time. 


Perhaps one of the fundamental rea- 


sons of Patti's charm is her real love- 
liness of disposition. She is one of the 
sweetest and kindest of women, with a 
smile and a thank you to the poorest 
servant for the most trivial service. She 
thinks charming, kindly thoug-hts and 
lives quite ns much 'for the happiness of 
thobc about her as for her own. A love- 
ly disposition will sooner or later leave 
the photograph of Its charm upon the 
face, and M:ne. Patti is now drawing 
the interest on her quiet life of plain 
living and high thinking.

LICENSE CHANGES 


Commissioners 
Meet and 


Decide on Radical Depart- 


ure From Former Rule 


17 SALOONS AND TWO 
BOTTLERS 


Instead of 19 Saloons and Five Bot- 


tlers. Bottling License Raised to 


$1000. No Changes in Firms 


to be Allowed. 


The license eommisloners met last 


night and finished their work up to the 
point of advertising for applications. 
As a result of their decisions the city 
•will have 17 first and fourth class li- 
cense holders and only two bottlers in- 
stead of 19 saloons and five bottling 
works. This is a radical change, and 
was only decided upon after much dis- 
cussion. 


The decision is based practically on 


the point made by Rev. W. L. Tenney, 
that holders of first and fourth class, 
licenses should not be allowed to hold 
fifth class, or bottling: licenses. Thecity 
is entitled on the basis of population at 
the last census to 19 licenses. Hereto- 
fore the commisioners have granted 
the full number of 19 of first and fourth 
class licenses, which are always held 
together. In addition to this there have 
been a number, five last year, of fifth 
class licenses granted to the same men 
who held the others ,and supposed to 
be conducted by them as the same 
place. 


The change makes a total of 19 li- 


censes, but as the two fifth class li- 
censes which the board hrs decided to 
grant will not be allowed to the hold- 
ers of lirst class licenses, there will be 
two less saloons, as well as three less 
bottling works. 


In connection with this change the 


license fees for bottlers are increased 
from $600 to $1,000, the highest ever 
charged for them. As was expected, 
the license fees for first and fourth 
class licenses are unchanged, remain- 
ing: at $2,000 for the two. 


This change will result in a loss of 


$5,000 to the city treasury from licenses. 
Last year the total inqome was the 
largest ever reached, $41,000. This year 
the fifth class licenses will bring in 
$1,000 less and the saloon licenses $4,000 
less, making the total income this year 
J36.000. 


These figures are of course on the 


basis that all the licenses are taken as 
planned. There was some question in 
the minds of the commissioners as to 
whether the increase in fees of fifth 
class licenses would prevent appli- 
cations or not, but with the business 
concentrated in two places under the 
new rule there is very little doubt that 
it will prove attractive. If there are not 
two bottling licenses granted the full 
number of 19 would of course be made 
up by granting more saloon licenses. 


Another important ruling made by 


the commission is that no change in 
the make up .of a firm will be allowed 
after the applications are advertised. 
This was done last year in order to 
satisfy some who otherwise couldnotbe 
given licenses, but the board has de- 
cided to stop it. 


There has been much discussion of 


late in regard to the probable granting 
of licenses, and 
speculation as to 


whether many changes would be made 
has been lively. It is assured that 
several will have to be dropped on ac- 
count of the change, which allows two 
less saloon licenses than before. It is 
also expected that a license will have 
to be reserved 
for the new State 


street hotel, and whether 
this will 


make any difference with the commis- 
sioners in regard to granting other 
licenses on the same side of State 
street is not known.

BORROWED EMPLOYER'S CLOTHES 


To Make Good^ppea wee for tht Boys 
an* Wai Surprised at any Objection-

DANGER OF SNOW 
PLOWS, 


Boston & Albany Decides io Accep 


Safety Device. 


A safety device for operating1 railway 


snow-plows was given a test by Gen- 
eral Superintendent Robeson, Assistant 
Engineer Stone and several other Bos- 
ton 
and 
Albany 
officials 
who 


Saturday 
took 
a 
trip . 
up 


the 
Athol 
branch 
with 
a 
plow 


for this purpose. One of the railway 
plows has been equipped with com- 
pressed air apparatus for raising the 
flanger or part that clears the rails and 
the space between them, thus doing 
away with the probability of accident 
to the men running the machine. 


The scraper part of the snow-plow is 


always hung in such a way that it can 
be raised or lowered and its motion is 
customarily controlled by two levers 
inside the car part of the machine. The 
life of the men operating the plow is 
constantly in danger from these levers 
and it is .-.. »c,;> i-ommon thing for one 
or more of th j civw of a pit>w '.<< be 
killed or maimed. 


If the men in charge fail to raise the 


plow in season to clear a plank cros- 
sing or a frog the lever is liable to rise 
up with terrific force. Many a railroad 
man has had his skull fractured or an 
arm broken by this deadly apparatus. 
In many plows the levers are boxed in, 
but even then danger is not avoided. 


The Boston and Albany officials have 


for a long time been discussing plans 
for eliminating the levers from the 
operating apparatus. The arrangement 
tested Saturday was finally worked 
out, an air brake cylinder like those on 
locomotives being devoted to the pur- 
pose and connected with the apparatus 
for raising the flanger. The compress- 
ed air appliance has been so connected 
with the raising1 apparatus that it can 
be done in an instant, A sinsrle man 
can now control the machine, whereas 
it took at least four on the levers. 


The test proved the excellence of the 


system, and it will now be applied to 
all the Boston and Albany's plows. It 
is likely that other railroads will fol- 
low this example. 


New Rules for Registered Letters, 


Postmaster Darby has received in- 


structions relative to certain modifica- 
tions in the postal regulations regard- 
ing lost registered letters. Indemnity 
for the loss in the mails of a registered 
letter of first class mail matter origi- 
nating, in and addressed to a post office 
in the United States will be paid in ac- 
cordance with limitation prescribed 
in amended section 1,031 of the postal 
laws and regulations, but no applica- 
tion should be made for such indemnity 
until a reasonable time for investiga- 
tion has elapsed and no indemnity will 
be paid until post office inspectors have 
reported that proof has been made that 
the registered piece or its value is ir- 
recoverable. 


Claims will not be considered unless 


made within six months after date of 
loss, nor will payment be made for lost 
property which was not legally and 
rightfully in the mails. No claim for 
rifling or loss of contents of registered 
piece of first class mail matter will be 
paid unless it is fully proved that such 
loss occurred while in the custody of 
the postal officers aud employes, and 
for which no recovery can be made. 


When the sender of a lost registered 


piece of first class mail matter is also 
the owner of property mailed under 
the cover of such piece, and desires to 
makes a claim for an indemnity of ?10 
or of actual value of the property if 
not less than $10, application should 
be made to the postmaster who mailed 
the lost registered piece.
